The new Constitution of Kentucky 
divides the cities add towns of th 
state, for the purpose of organizath 
and government, into six classes,' says 
The Cincinnati Tribune, and requires 
that the powers of each class shall be 
defined and provided for by general 
laws. The necessity in, therefore, Im- 
posed upon the various municipalities 
in the commonwealth of recasting the 
heterogeneous laws which have been in 
power. In Louisville, the ouly city of 
the first class, a committee of three < 
peteut geutlemen. appointed by its 
Mayor, drafted a lengthy and elaborate 
act. to be submitted to the Legislature 
for the government of that city. The 
work of the committee has not, how- 
ever, been altogether satisfactory to the 
official classes, and this week the com- 
mittee of the Legislature having the 
matter in churge will listen to argu- 
ments from representatives of the con- 
flicting interests. On the other hand, 
the draft of the act which has been in- 
troduced in the Legislature for the gov- 
ernment of cities of the second elaas, 
which includes Covington, Newport and 
Lexington, seems to have been pre- 
pared by and lu the iuterest of the 
cial classes and of those particular 
members of the official class now in 
office. The citizens of Coviugtou and 
Newport who are interested solely tu 
local government have, therefore, taken 
up the matter aud prepared an act dif- 
fering in many importunt particulars 
from the one already submitted to the 
Legislature. The efforts of our neigh- 
bors in the making of municipal laws 
will be watched with interest In Cin- 
cinnati, where municipal government 
has not yet grown beyond the experi- 
mental stage.

1' mi an a, O., Feb. 4— Friday evening 
an explosion of natural gas occurred at 
the residence of John D, Shof stall, a 
well-known traveling man, on East 
shurch atreet, and briefly told the 
frightful reault of the concussion, is as 
follows: 

Mlaa Nellie Shofstall, aged 25 years, 
skull crushed, right eye removed from 
socket, neck broken and otherwise in- 
jured. Died within two houra 

Mra S. C Clark, mother-in-law of 
Mr, Shofstall, collar-bone broken, scalp 
cut and badly burned. Her death oc- 
curred at 10 o'clock Thursday night 

Mr. Shofstall, hair burned from head 
and terribly bruised about the body, 
the result of a chimney falling on 
him. 

These were the only occupants of the 
residence. The home in which the fam- 
ily lived was leveled to the ground by 
the force of the explosion. The fire 
ipread to the adjoining residence of L. 
A. Steinbarger, and his house was de- 
stroyed by fire and Dr. Kerr's reHidenee 
was damaged by Are and water. The 
terrible catastrophe caused the wildest 
excitement among the people of, this 
city, and thousands of persons hurried 
to the scene to view the awful wreck. 

Inquiry into the cause of the explo- 
sion developed these facts: Wednesday 
night a break in the pipe line from 
Mercer county occurred at the Shelby 
sounty reservoir, which cut off the sup- 
ply of gas for this city. This was re- 
paired Friday, and at 5 o'clock Friday 
evening R. a Pierce, superintendent of 
the gas ofllce, turned on at the supply 
station from the field Hues ten pounds 
of gas for the high pressure lines in this 
city. This pressure is reduced to four 
ounces by automatic regulators for the 
tow pressure lines, oft of which con- 
sumers are supplied. 

These regulators were not in proper 
working order, and, instead of reducing 
the supply to four ounces, there were 
ten pounds of pressure. This caused 
many of the tin gas meters to burst 
This was the case at Mr. Schofatall's 
snd the escaping gas filled the cellar 
and house, and when Mr. Shofstall 
lighted his grate Are the escaping gas 
ignited and the frightful rami! fol- 
lowed He loses everything he had, as 
there was no insurance. 

Mrs. Clark had considerable money in 
cash in the house, and this was lost or 
burned. In many other places about 
town when the fires were lighted slight 
explosions occurred, causing many 
scaraB. This is the first accident of 
any kind happening in this city from 
the use of natural gaa, and has spread 
consternation among the etnsuiuers. 
Mr. L. A. Steinbarger, the plumber, 
was the hero of the -occasion. 
□ While his own home was going up in 
smoke he went to the regulators and 
cut off the gas supply, thereby prevent- 
ing further calamities. Mayor (innson 
called a special meeting of the city 
council Friday night to tnke proper 
ictlon and furnish relief. Messrs. An- 
derson, lirennan and McGarry were ap- 
pointed a committee of the council to 
take ohurge of the matter.

Wasiunoton, Feb. 4.— The represent- 
atives of the provisional government of 
Hawaii arrived here Friday afternoon, 
their train being nearly three hours 
late. In the party were Lorrin Thurs- 
ton, chairman of the provisional com- 
mittee; Charles L Carter, Joseph Mar- 
sten, W. C. Wilder and William H. 
Castle. They were driven direct from 
the depot to the Arlington hotel, where 
rooms had been reserved for them. 
Their arrival created but little more 
stir than would that of the ordinary 

The Hawaiian representatives are ut- 
terly in the dark as to the probable out- 
come of their mission and nothing could 
be learned from them other than has 
been printed in Interviews with them 
by press representatives in the various 
cities through which they passed en 
route to Washington. The delegation 
would favor almost any plan that this 
government would suggest, so anxious 
are they to receive recognition at the 
hands of the United States. 

They are much in favor of the estab- 
lishment of a protectorate over the 
islands with the form of government 
like that of the District of Columbia. 
That is, the appointment of a board of 
three United States commissioners. An- 
other plan which would meet with their 
npproval is the establishment of a ter- 
ritorial form of government Annexa- 
tion outright or annexation admitting 
them to the right to statehood are 
among the various plans which they 
hope to induce the United States to con- 
sider. The delegation, however, have 
little to say and, of course, will know 
nothing whatever until they have call- 
ed upon the United States authorities. 

They will call upon Secretary of State 
Foster Saturday and present their cre- 
dentials from the provisional govern- 
ment. Dr. Mott, the Hawaiian minis- 
ter of the deposed queen to this coun- 
try, has been appointed to represent 
the interests of the provisional govern- 
ment. Dr. Smith has accepted the ap- 
pointment of minister of the provisional 
government of Hawaii, and will accom- 
pany the delegation to the state depart- 
ment Saturday to introduce them to 
Secretary John W. Foster. 

The commissioners are reported to 
have stated positively that they will ap- 
peal directly to England if the United 
States declines to annex them, but they 
added that there was slight possibility 
of the necessity of doing that They 
assert that the English interests on the 
island are in favor of annexation with 
this country, as they have no hope of a 
market with England, owing to the 
distance of the latter nation from Ha-
